with the continued prospect of criminal prosecution re- 
lated to his 2016 campaign. I “I know, and people of good faith know, 
that I am not perfect, but I have not broken any laws nor committed any 
offense worthy of this treatment,” Greitens said. “I will let the fairness of 
this process be judged by history.” 


Greitens said his last day in office will 
be Friday. He said he is proud of what 
has been accomplished during his ten- 
ure, but it was time to resign. 

“This ordeal has been designed to 
cause an incredible amount of strain on 
my family,” Greitens said. “Millions of dol- 
lars in mounting legal bills, endless per- 
sonal attacks, designed to cause maxi- 
mum damage to family and friends.” 


Lt. Gov Mike Parson is next in line 


The state constitution lays out an or- 
der of succession in which Lt. Gov. Mike 


Parson, who was elected separately, will 
take over for his fellow Republican. 

Parson is expected to be sworn in to 
serve the remainder of Greitens’ four- 
year term. 

Parson released the following state- 
ment regarding Greitens’ resignation: 

“With Governor Greitens’ decision to 
resign from office, he has put the best 
interests of our state and all Missouri- 
ans at the forefront where they belong. 
This is a decision that will allow our 
state to heal and move forward from 
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
